1. It should b© noted that while there have been changes in the 
Current Draft of legislation from the Executive Letter of January 22, 

1916, theso changes have been based on the experience of the last ten; 
months and on the administrative facilities available, but they do not 
change the interdepartmental relationships conceived in the original 
Presidential letter of 22 January 1916, 

2. Reference memorandum points out the indiscriminate use of such 
undefined terms as "Intelligence , " "Foreign Intelligence," and "Strategic 
cud National Policy Intelligence," which appeared to bo confusing. The 
Current Draft has eliminated those phrases and restricted itsolf to the 

use of the terms "Foreign Intelligence" and "Foreign Intelligence Information, 
both of which terms have bson completely defined in Section 2 of tho Current 
Draft, in accordance with the accepted C.I.G, terminology. In addition 
the terms "national intelligence" and "national intelligence mission" have 
been used. The national intelligence mission is set forth in Section 1 (a) 
of the Current Draft. 

3. Reference memorandum refers to the failure to distinguish be- 
tween "Intelligence," raid "Foreign Intelligence" with the possible re- 
sult that suspicions could bo aroused that the Central Intelligence Agency 
might attempt to control tho F.3.I. end other intelligence activities .not- 
originally contemplated. As pointed out in paragraph 3 above, this ob- 
jection has been met by the strict use of the terns "Foreign Intelligence" 

•and "Foreign Intelligence Information".
